
Sport In Uruguay. 

The Winter had fairly set In when I found myself in Monte 
Video, the capital city of the Republic of Uruguay, awaiting the 
arrival of the Falkland Island packet, with a view to going down 
there for a fortnight’s shooting, and accepted my friend S.’s hos¬ 
pitable invitation to pay him a visit at his estancla (or sheep 
station), situate about ninety miles up the country, in the depart¬ 
ment of Colonia; and, as the ducks had already begun to migrate 
from the south, we had a fair prospect of sport. Our party con¬ 
sisted of two officers of an English man-of-war then in port, our 
host, and myself; and, having furnished ourselves with a good 
supply of cartridges and other necessaries, we started next morn¬ 
ing by the early train, which arrived at the station of San Jose 
about mid-day; and, driving the remainder of our journey lu a 
wagonette behind a pair of quick stepping chestnuts, we reached 
our destination In time to have a good look round the premises 
before dinuer. The house was roomy, and very comfortably 
furnished, surrounded by a wide verandah, with plantations of 
treeB on either aide, and at the back a capital garden and orchard, 
tilled with English fruit trees; and withiu a circuit of about a 
mile and a half the land was all in good cultivation, being then 
ploughed up, and prepared for the wheat crop of the ensuing 
year. 

We passed a comfortable night, and ruse quite refreshed after 
our journey; and, devoting the morning to gettlug our kit in 
order, we arranged to have a turn down the bank of a river bor¬ 
dering the estate In the afternoon, with a view to looking up 
snipe and big partridge, which' arc usually found among the 
high grass and reeds at the water’s edge. Perhaps I may here 
say a few words about the varieties of game, usually found in the 
country. There are two kiuds of partridge—the first a bird 
almoet’as large as a pheasant, but of the same shape as a quail, 
although uot marked in the same manner; the second is much 
smaller, about two-thirds of the si/.e of the common English 
partridge, and very similar in color, The former is chiefly found 
among the reeds and rough heath, while the latter is abundant 
all over the country. They are both somewhat hard to flush, and 
will run a long way before rising, but with a dog give good sport. 
The natives often catch the smaller kind of partridge when in 
the long grass by riding around them in a lessening circle; the 
birds then squat, and will let the rider approach near enough to 
slip a noose attached to a long cane over their heads. They 
uever go in covies, but keep either singly or in pairs. The eggs 
are of a floe purple color, and the flesh of both descriptions is 
white and of good flavor, There are two species of swans not 
much larger than wild geese; they are respectively white and 
black and white. They chiefly frequent the open lagoons, and 
being very shy, are not easily shot. 

Of ducks there are three BortB very generally distributed over 
the country, the native names for which are the pecaso, baroso, 
and overo duck. The llrst mentioned is considerably the largest, 
with handsome black and white plumage. The baroso is a 
description of pintail, both duck and drake being of a uniform 
brown color, with yellow bills. The overo duck, known by Its 
beautifully variegated plumage, Is not nearly so common as the 
others; it is also very wary, but when bagged it Is the nicest for 
the table. 

There are twoepectesof teal, a blue and a brown, both of which 
are abundant. Snipe are very plentiful during the winter months, 
and are found in the swampy lagoons and small streams; they are 
usually very fi,t, and excellent eating. Golden plover and sand¬ 
pipers arc Innumerable; and, as one rides along, the spur-winged 
plover, called by the natives the terru-terru, rl6cs with its shrill 
call, and wheels about one’s head. 

Among the larger birdB, the ostrich merits the flrst place; it Is 
not a true ostrich, but a rhea, and its feathers and plumes are 
comparatively but of 6mall value. Of large waders several 
species of heron are found, storks and the little egrets are com¬ 
mon; while the rosy spoonbill and flamingo, although very shy, 
are occasionally seen. There arc two kinds of eagle, and many 
different species of hawk. 

The number of small birds that inhabit the country is immense, 
and the plumage of some of them is very beautiful. There is 
the scissor bird with Its curious tall, the oven bird, and others 
with all the varying shades of yellow and black. Large flocks of 
a small green grey-breasted parakeet take up their abode in the 
woods, and make the whole place resound with their chatterlugs. 
A species of wood dove is also very coiumou, and affords good 
sport. 

Among the animals may be mentioned a small species of musk 
deer, the fox, skunk, and other vermin; while In the rivers, which 
abound with Hsh, is found the carplncho, or large tailless water 
P>g' 

Ou the following day we started immediately after breakfast, 
driving In the wagonette to the end of some large swamps In the 
center of the estate, with a black boy called Juan in attendance, 
to look after tbe horses; and, on reachlug the first lagoon, we sent 
the naval men to the further end, S. and I wading among the 
reeds aloug either side, with two men acting as beaters in the 
center. 

The water did not generally come above our knees, although In 
some places reaching as high as the waist; but the thickness of 
the weeds considerably hindered our progress. First rose half a 
dozen pecaso ducks, and 8. and I both getting a shot, one fell to 


each barrel. Next came a brace of teal, both easy shots, which 
8. missed badly. A flight of barosos came flying crossways, but 
wheeling round, they passed close over the heads of the naval 
men at the farther end, who brought down three in first-rate style. 
A little farther ou, a pair of swans rose hurriedly, out of range for 
us; but, although a long shot, one fell to our friend’s gun, 
tumbling into the water with a trerneudous splash. We then 
shot over some grass land for partridges, walking in line and 
beating them up, and in less than au hour bagged nine brace. 
We afterwards shot some of the other lagoons with equal success, 
and drove home, well contented, with our day’s 6port. 

The next day we determined to devote to au ostrich hunt with ! 
a couple of half-bred greyhounds belonging to a native neighbor ; 
ami we took with us also two natives, well mounted with their 
“boleadores,” which consist of three small balls of ivory about 
the size of a bagatelle ball, sewn up in a covering of raw hide, 
two of them being larger than tbe third, and these two are joined 
together by a llnely-twisted thong of mare’s hide, their distance 
apart being about ten feet. To the center of this joined a thong 
of live feet, so that the thongs are of equal length from the cen¬ 
ter; and to the end of this latter is attached the third hall, which 
is held in the hand, while the other two are whirled in a circle 
around the horseman’s head until he is within throw!og distance 
of the animal he is chasing, lie then suddenly looses his hold, 
and the balls revolving in ihe air by their own impetus, lly for¬ 
ward, and. If well aimed, entwine round the legs of the animal, 
which, thus entangled, comes to the ground with a shock This 
day, however, we determined to get as much fun out of tlie grey¬ 
hounds as possible, and we accordingly set out—six of us in all, 
besides our black boy Juan, who took a change of horses for each 
of us, and whose enormous mouth was stretched open even 
wider than usual, as S- gave him directions as to where he was to 
wait for us toward middle day, so that we might find our second 
horses and the luxury of luncheon. 

One of our native attendants had charge of the greyhounds, 
and the other acted as guide, and we thus trotted comfortably 
aloug. We had gone between three and four miles from home 
before our friend gave us the signal to be ready, as the game was 
in sight. True enough, about two hundred yards in front was a 
troop or “bandada,” as the natives call It, of ostriches; but, as 
we were going up wind, which was blowing fresh, they were as 
yet unconscious of our vicinity. Quickly, however, a large cock 
bird, evidently of 60 iue Importance and position among his com¬ 
rades, espied us, and off they started at a pace which, to look at, 
appeared slow, but which we soon found to be exceedingly fast. 
For some distance the troop kept together, but, on being a little 
pressed by U9, the strongest birds took the lead, and in a 
Bhort time we had two of the finest of them in front of us, bowl¬ 
ing along as if they never meant to stop. As soon as we had 
separated these two from the others, we allowed t.he dogs to 
start, and then the real race began. Wc were now at a hand 
gallop, all pretty well together, the dogs about fifty yards ahead 
of us, and the ostriches double the distance in advance of them. 
8. was riding a grey, pulling double, and I had just come to 
terms with a chestnut, which was said to have won several races. 
As the speed increased, S. and I shot ahead of the naval men; for 
we were now going racing pace, and it was a case of the best 
horse first There was plenty of room ahead, and capital gallop¬ 
ing ground. Our two natives wore riding one on cither side, 
with their boleadores in their hands, ready for use, in case one of 
the birds should diverge. This soon happened, as one OBtrich 
broke off to the right, and the other kept straight on, followed 
by both dogs. Immediately the native pulled his horse together, 
and, with a couple of cute with his whip, brought himself near 
enough to use his weapon, which he cleverly threw round the 
legs of the bird, and lu a moment it was rolling helplessly on the 
grass. Meantime we had followed the dogs, and about a quarter 
of a mile further on they ran into their game, after a good gallop 
of four miles and a half. The bird was then skinned, and we re¬ 
turned to where we had left the other one, which underwent the 
Bame process. The naval oflicers were highly pleased with the 
run, and one of them who hud knocked about a great deal said 
he had seldom lmd a gallop he had enjoyed so much. We then 
trotted quietly off to our rendezvous, where black Juan had 
lighted a fire, crackling In front of which w r as a very tempting- 
looking “asado,” or roast. The natives had, of course, provided 
themselves with the means of taking mate, or the tea of the 
country; so we sat down and Juan served it until the roast was 
reudy, which, with some excellent bread ami cheese, made up our 
luncheon. We also had a little cana, or white rum, and after 
that a comfortable smoke and a rest for half an hour. 

About three o’clock we saddled our second horses, and set off 
to a place where we might expect to find the fallow-deer of the 
country, which come out to feed towards evening from the wood 
bordering the river, and we hoped if possible to get another good 
gallop before we returned home. The dogs, which are equally 
accustomed to chase deer or ostrich, bail quite recovered their 
morning’s work. In some places deer abouud, but here they 
were comparatively scarce; still, wc hoped to get a run, if fortu¬ 
nate enough to meet with any. These deer are something less 
in size than the fallow-deer of England ( the flesh has a strong 
flavor, and is not good for eating. The skin is much used by the 
natives as a covering for their saddles, and It answers this pur¬ 
pose very well. 

After riding a mile or two one of the natives said he thought 


he saw deer near a copse close to the edge of large river which 
bounded the estate. The natives have remarkable quick sight, 
and can distinguish objects uu immense distance. Ills surmise 
being correct, wc stopped and sent off one of our men to get be- 
hiud the deer by a circuitous route, while the other stayed with 
us in charge of the dogs. We therefore had time to tighten up 
girths and prepare for a spin. The naval oflicers were both well 
iuouut.cd, one on a cream-colored and the other on a roan horse, 
each of which w as accustomed to gallop over broken country—in¬ 
deed the roan was S.’s favorite lassoing horse. I rode a brown horse, 
fiery and fast, but too excitable to be safe unless the ground was good. 
S. was the best mounted of us all, having saddled his black horse 
Vapor, an old racer,which had beaten everything In the neighbor¬ 
hood in a mile and a half. The native rode a colt not yet bitted, 
for in taming a young horse it is the usual practice to attach the 
reins to a piece of hide tied round the lower jaw for the first three 
months of breaking, and In tills manner the natives turn out 
their horses with very good mouths. 

After waiting about twenty minutes we perceived some com¬ 
motion amongst tbe deer. They were five in number, and for¬ 
tunately they came onr way. When three or four men are hunt¬ 
ing together the plan to pursue is to agree which animal shall be 
tbe object of the chase, cuttiug it out from the rest, and not to 
let the dogs go until it is separated from the others and well off 
in front. 

Leading the rest, came one which from his size and length of 
horn was evidently the patriarch of the. herd. We accordingly 
sepurated, leaving a wide opening in the direction of the plain 
towards which we wished the stag to make. Our plan was suc¬ 
cessful, for he soon started alone; we then let slip the dogs, and 
our run began. The ground was good and everything in our 
favor; S. taking a strong lead with old Vapor; next came the 
naval oflicers, the roan looking as if he expected to hear the whirl 
of the lasso every moment, and botli going well; while I was 
slightly in the rear, trying to steady my “brown,” who could not 
understand why he was kept back and not allowed his head. 

Our stag was both fleet and determined; and, rr he had a good 
start, by tlie time we had got well into the second mile, the dogs 
could barely bold their own. We were now all close together, 
and the horses going well. At the end of the third mile, the 
grouud rather favored the dogs, which were sticking to their 
work side by side, the deer about two hundred yards ahead, while 
wc had slightly lost ground. 

Some distance further on, we passed down a hollow, and then 
began to ascend a moderately-elevated ridge, which led down to 
some woods on the hank of the river. The dogs, as we breasted 
the hill, gained fast upon the deer, and pulled him down within 
fifty yards of the top. The pace had been good enough even for 
old Vapor, and if the other horses had uot been made of good 
stuff they would have given in. The deer was skinned, and I 
used the skin for a long time as a covering for my rccado (native 
saddle). Wc then made for home, where wc arrived just as dusk 
was coming on, and a good dinner and a game of whist wound 
up the day’s amusement. 

Now that shooting in Scotland and Norway is yearly becoming 
less accessible to those who have not ample nicaus at disposal, 
sportsmen with three or four months to spare, and desirous of 
avoiding heavy expenses, might find it worth their while to pay a 
visit to this part of the South American continent, notwithstand¬ 
ing the apparent inconvenience of the sea voyage.

Ammonia as an Antidote for Snake-Bite. —In reference to 
this subject, your correspondent “J.” (Oct. 12) will pardon me 
for saying that he makes the very common mistake of confound¬ 
ing an antidote with a means of cure. The efficacy of ammonia 
as a remedy has been known and approved for ages, and cases 
too numerous to mention have proved its success in snake-bite 
when promptly used. But for all this ft is not an ‘‘antidote,” a 
word which to the scientific conveys a meuning apart from a 
mere cure. When Sir Joseph Fayrer states that “an antidote for 
snake bite has not been found,” we are to understand something 
that effectually destroys, neutralizes, and annihilates the venom 
of snakes; and this kind of antidote all scientific experimental¬ 
ists concur in stating has not yet been discovered. Oil, lard, gun¬ 
powder, tobacco, etc., etc., are commonly and erroneously called 
“antidotes,” whereas, they arc merely modes of treatment. Oil 
and fat absorb slowly, and, therefore, when rubbed upon the 
wound act as checks and impediments to the rapid circulation 
of the venom. Burning the wound creates another kind of check, 
if done at once. As the agency of snake venom Is toqulckly destroy 
the vital functions, most of »hc remedies are* in the form of pow¬ 
erful stimulants; and of these ammonia, both externally and in¬ 
ternally, is admitted to be one of tbe best. Professor Halford, of 
Melbourne, whose great successes In the use of ammonia for the 
deadly snakes of Australia are widely known, distinctly and em¬ 
phatically explains that It Is not an antidote, i. e. } “It exerts no 
influence on the constituents of the venom itself.” What It does 
he says, Is “to build up as fast as the venom pulls down. It 
arrests certain changes produced iu the blood by venom,” and is 
the quickest means as yet koowo of overtaking, so to speak, and 
overcoming the deadly poison. 

What 8lr. Joseph Fayrer and others have affirmed is, that when 
cobra venom is injected deeply and powerfully In any vital part, 
all known remedies have failed to defeat it And this is the case

English Turf Notes, 

Getting Them in.— Mr.Plorro Lorillurd has entered for the PriDce of 
Wales Stakes at. Ascot Sommer meeting Boreas. Cherokee. Friar, and 
Papoose. In this stake be will have to do battle with most of the crack 
three-year-olds, aud perhaps get the measure of the Derby winner. 
Mr Lori Hard has three of tbe above in the Newmarket St. Leger and 
three fillies in the Newmarket Oaks, al«o Boreas and Cherokee in the 
Newmarket Derby. He has Neriad and Friar in the Drawing Room 
Stakes at Goodwood, also Cherokee and Papoose in the Nassau Stakes. 

Goino Down HiLL.-The English turf, as means of producing good 
horses capable of going fast and staying, seems surely on the ae'ine. 
The Chester Cup course was considered tbe least trying of all the long¬ 
distance race routes in England, yet. owing to financial reasons, and 
the lack of stayers to make a lair entry, the distance 1* to be reduced 
from two miles aud a quarter to one mile and three quarters. In an¬ 
other fifty years none but Araerlcau or Europeau continental horses 
will be able to stay tbe Derby course.

Ana.—First wash ihe feet carefully with 
soft water and castiie soap, then anoint with carbolic salve and put 
boots on the dog (hat the teuder spots may be saved from contact with 
the ground. A piece of thick, port buckskin makes the best sole for 
the boot. Repeat this dressing every day, and a few days sbould effect 
a cure if the sores are ordinary ones.

This 
dog haa many defects, aud to correct these, various crosses were re¬ 
sorted to; foxhound and greyhound blood have been introduced, and a 
dog of v> ry different form and characteristics as well as of superior 
field quality, has been the result. This improved breed has been iu ex¬ 
istence many years aud some noted strains are very old. with definite 
and Individual characteristics firmly impressed upon them, so that they 
are faithfully reproduced In tbe offspring. The setter is undoubt¬ 
edly a direct nncrosaed desceudant of the laud spaniel brought up to 
bis present perfection by breeding from selected specimens.

Fish Culture in Uermany.

The Ahr rises in the Elfel near Biankenhelm, and Bows Into 
the Rhine near Sinzlg. The water of the river Is cxcclleut for fish 
aud above Ahrweiler le especially well adapted for trout, grayling 
and salmon. 

In the region of Its sources only trout are found. Near Aut- 
weller, Arnbcrg aud Adenau trout prevail, besides grayling, bar¬ 
bel, doebeln and nasen (leucixcuaf) occur. 

Near Hunengeu trout arc less numerous than the others but 
they often reach a weight of two and a half pounds, and grayling 
are found up to a half pound. 

Near Altcnhar the trout also occur up to three pounds, In the 
deep pool6 of tbe Baden they are frequent of three pounds, and 
also nasen of the same weight. In the low currents grayling up 
to one and a half pounds, and doebeln up to three pounds. Near 
Ahrweiler trout are scarce but grayling and barbel are frequent, 
lower down bleak (atbumw) are plenty, schlcl (tench) and small 
perch occur, and near the mouth pike are found. 

The crawBah is plenty all along the river, near Bunengcn about 
1,000 are caught each week; but their numbers have decreased of 
late. 

Of migratory tlshes the eel and the salmon are singly met as 
far as Huncngcn. The latter flail only twenty-live years ago, visi¬ 
ted the Ahr in great numbers at the spawning time, so that near 
Hunengen about one hundred averaging twenty pounds each were 
caught" yearly, the great number of weirs lu the river uot Im¬ 
peding their ascent. Since high weirs have been erected u5ar 
Sinzlg at the railroad bridge the catch Is small at Adenau and 
Creuzberg, only a few salmon reach the former place and the 
larger brooks near It at high water. 

The Ahr does not sutler much from pollution. The refuse from 
a bloc cloth factory empties Into it but is not sulllcieut to do a 
great amount of damage; much more_ detrimental is the offal of 
tanbark near Ahrweiler, 

Below Ahrweiler the water is so much used for driving mills 
and irrigating meadows that the fisheries suffer therefrom, as the 
bed of the river 1 b often dried up lu some parts during the Sum¬ 
mer so that the fish take refuge in the deep pools where they are 
easily caught. 

The supply of trout at the watering places, Altenahr and Neu- 
enabr, where there are great numbers of tourists, is so large that 
the fishermen are careless In their trade. 

A distance of six miles near Hunengeu gives from 800 to 400 
pounds of trout per year, and theft has been made a profession 
there aud Is pursued day and night by persons who do not fear 
punishment, and of late some outrages with dynamite have been 
committed. 

The lower Ahr is frequented by others who haunt the stream 
between Its mouth and Bodendorf and who make excursions for 
some, distance. 

Besides, eomplaint Is made that the leases of the fisheries is 
given out lu many small lots which renders a careful use of them 
a matter of Impossibility. A limitation of the rights of fishing 
is considered the only remedy for this 6tate of affairs. 

At the confluence of the Ahr are several good trout brooks 
which all contain trout and crawfish. 


The Report of the. American Fish Cultural Association. 


The transactions of the Beveuth annual meetiug of this associa¬ 
tion, held at the Directors’ rooms of the Fulton Market Fish 
Mongers Association, in the city of New York, Feb. 27 and 28, 
1878, reached us In October, but the shipmeut of salmon eggs to 
Germany, and a press of other matter, has prevented ohr giving 
it the notice which its importance deserves. The report Is a 
handsome quarto of 124 pages, comprising not only the papers 
read at the meeting, but also the discussions as recorded by a 
stenographer. 

The association has grown from the meeting of a half dozen 
trout breeders, who wished to form an alliance to establish a uni¬ 
form price for their eggs and fry, to an organization whose de¬ 
liberations are of interest to fish culturists the world over, and 
whose reports are sought for by those at home and abroad who 
find it Impossible to attend the meetings, aud in this connection 
we would suggest to the treasurer that the reports he offered for 
sale to those who are not members, and that extra copies be 
printed for this purpose. 

The proceedings at the last meeting were by far the most in¬ 
teresting both to fish culturlslB and naturalists of any that have 
taken place, aod as we are glad to see that the fish mongers have 
become interested, aud that many of them have joiued it. A few 
fishermen dropped into the last meeting from curiosity, but no 
attempt was made to induce them to join, which, it appears to 
us, would be another step in advance in widening the field. 

Ou the first day the meeting having been called to order by the 
president, Robert B. Roosevelt, Esq., the minutes of the former 
meeting were then read by the secretary, Mr. B. Phillips, and 
the same were approved. 

The various sections were then called on the report by tbe 
president. These sections and the members selected to treat on 
tbe subjects were us follows: 

8EOTION 1. Methods in fish culture and apparatuses, conducted 
by 8. Green, of Rochester, N. Y., B. B. Porter, of Colorado, and 
8 . Wllmot, of Ottawa, Canada. 

Sec. 2. Fishing laws and fishways, under charge of C. B. 
Evarts, of Windsor, Vt., Livingstone jStone, of Charleston, N. 
II., and T. B. Ferguson, of Annopolis, Md. 

Sec. 3. On natural history and aquaria under the control of 
Prof. James W. Milner, of Washington, D. C., Fred Mather, of 
New York, and Charles Hallock. 

8ec. 4. On fisheries, under csre of Eugene G. Blackford, Bar- 
net Phillips, and M. E. Edwards, of Western Vermont. 

These having been formed, the secretary read a memorial on 
the late B. F. Bowles, written by Mr. Livingstone Stone, after 
which be read a paper on trout culture, written by B. B. Porter, 
of California, who was absent. 

In speaking of the losses in rearing, Mr. Porter said: We will 
say that you take from good, healthy fish one hundred thousand 
eggs. With a fair impregnation you will be likely to have from 
80 to 85 per cent, impregnated (though you may take ten or 
twenty thousand, and perhaps impregnate from 95 to 99 per cent). 
Out of these impreguated eggs you will find about live per cent, 
that have not strength enough to burst the shell of 
tbe egg, or die In getting out of the shell. This leaves 
you from 75 to 80 per cent, batched. Before the sac is absorbed 
you will pick out about five per cent, more of dead fish from blue 
swelling of the sac and various other causes. By the time the 
fish have been feeding bIx weeks or two months you will have 
picked out twenty per cent more of them from disease and can¬ 


nibalism. By this time they are ready to turn ont, though If you 
keep them in the hatching house a mouth longer you will not be 
likely to lose many more. Now you have fifty per cent. left. 
After you have turned them out, and the fish are four months 
old, from 10 to 15 per cent, more will have died from starvation, 
cannibalism, disease, snakes, frogs aud birds. At six months 
old the fish have dwindled down to about 30 per cent, of your 
original hundred thousand eggs. The next six months, if you 
have them well sorted, you will uot lose more than from 3 to 5 
per cent. Therefore, at one year from the time the eggs were 
taken, 25 per cent, of the products are left. At maturity from 
15 to 20 per cent, are all you will have left. Keep them another 
year and you will have from five to ten thousand fish out of one 
hundred thousand eggs. There is quite a difference in these fig¬ 
ures and the figures arrived at on the same subject ten years ago, 
and yet trout culture is a success. No one has yet, to my knowl¬ 
edge, raised trout exclusively for the table. 

Iu the discussion which followed, several of the members 
thought Mr. Porter's average of loss too great. Mr. Green stated 
that he had hatched 95 per cent, and raised 50 per cent., and 
that in streams which be had stocked he knew of 80 per cent, in 
as good condition as when placed there. In reference to the 
grayling, he said: “I have brought them home but they never 
spawned.” 

Mr. Mather spoke of moving 200 grayling from Michigan to 
New York In spawning time, and said: ‘‘They never spawned. 

1 have moved the fish from one locality to another about the 
spawning season and found that these fish were barren. I would 
advise persous who wish to distribute fish, not to do it just about 
the time they are going to spawn. 

“Those I refer to had not spawned.TTlie next year I took the 
spawn from thcliving'llsh, and 1 think I can bear out Mr. Green's 
assertion there agslu that they will not live after they have been 
spawned by hand.” 

Professor Milner, Mr. Blackford aud others discussed the Iden¬ 
tity of Ihe smelt witli the “frost fish” without expressing positive 
opinions, and then followed the question of tbe excellence of 
smelts from different localities. 

Mr. Milner then read a paper by Mr. Livingstone Stone on pack¬ 
ing and transporting salmon eggs In which he gave much of bis 
valuable experteuce in regard to the age of the egg when packed, 
material for paeklug, the pressure they can endure and which la 
necessary in order to keep them in place, temperatures, etc. 

At the afternoon session Prof. G. Brown Goode, of the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution, read a very valuable and interesting paper on 
the “Migration of Fishes,” and we regret that its length forbids 
us to give it in full, for it was by far the most able paper that has 
ever been read before the Association and showed the author’s 
extensive researches as well as his love for, and knowledge of his 
subject. 

He compared the migration of fishes with those of birds, in¬ 
stanced batliic migration or the habit of the cod family and others 
of moving up •anil down ou the sides of the great oceanic banks 
and continental slopes seeking different depths at certain seasons, 
and gave much information under the following headings: No¬ 
madism and equatorial migration, views of recent investigators, 
tbe influence of temperature on the migration of fishes Illustra¬ 
ted by a study of the periodical movements of the schools of 
menhaden, minimum limits of temperature and the dates of ap¬ 
pearance and disappearance of schools, maximum limits, pre¬ 
ferred range of temperature, a study of the theories which have 
been advanced in explanation of migration of fishes with especial 
reference, to the menhaden nnd mackerel, the Winter retreat, 
ttiree alternatives, a discussion of the arguments for and against 
hybernation, criticism of the argument based upon the presence 
of mackerel iu northern waters lute in the season, movements of 
fishes on the coasts of Ihe United States, a criticism of certain 
recent theories, the arguments for and against equatorial migra¬ 
tion, tile arguments for and against the theory of sojourn in the 
warmer strata of uiid-oeean, a new classification of the habits of 
the marine fishes, tables of surface temperatures from Eastport, 
Me., to Key West, Fla., from March, 187)1, to February, 1877, at 
three p. in. eacli day, ditto, bottom temperatures, and ditto, mean 
temperatures surface and bottom. 

Mr. J. Carson Brevoort then made a few remarks on the food 
of the menhaden. He said: “1 have had occasion to see and feed 
them myself, both in the channels of Jamaica Bay and out in the 
sea, aud they feed exclusively, as far as I know, ou the small 
jelly-fish. They are from the size of a pea up to an egg. I have 
seen the menhaden in every direction iu Jamaica Bay trying to 
secure these jelly-fish. I have seen them out in the ocean. Shad 
feed on the same thing in the ocean.” 

Professor Baird, United States Commissioner of Fish and Fish¬ 
eries, remarked: “In regard to the food of the menhaden I have 
had many of them—thousands of them—and examined the con¬ 
tents of their stomach, and 1 have always found the stomach 
loaded with black organic mud. It is said by fishermen that 
mackerel plunge after the small jelly-fish, and eat out the center 
of them. I have had u collection of mackerel stomachs since 
last Full, and in one specimen we found thirteen young fish of 
different species. We know that the mackerel do eat young fish, 
the shrimp, etc., but after an examination of the stomach of the 
menhaden we were induced to believe that they feed upon tbe 
bottom mud. The menhaden is just the same as the gizzard- 
herring and the gizzard-shad of the South. Wbat Mr. Brevoort 
has said as to the surface-living of the mackerel is true, but there 
are departures from this. In regard to the question of fish-food, 
we know that the menhaden is cHrnirorous, hut as far as we have 
any evidence from examining tbe stomachs, it seems that the mud 
supply has rather the first place.” 

Professor Goode stated in regard to the plunging of fish into 
deeper water, that experiment had proved that both the menha¬ 
den and mackerel have the power of plunging to great depths. 

Mr. Fred Mather produced a little fish in a bottle, which he had 
picked up on the ship's deck two hundred miles this side of 
IJueenstown.and put up in alcohol, and it proved to be very valua¬ 
ble, only one other specimen having been found, and Prof. Goode 
has promised to give us un account and description of It. 

Mr. Mather then read a paper entitled “Feeding Fishes in Con 
flnement,” which will be found entire in the Ciiicauo Field of 
March 9, 1878. 

The president called on the United States Commission of Fish¬ 
eries for some information iu regard to statistics of fish in this 
country. 

Professor Baird: 1 suppose you refer to statistics of produc¬ 
tion, showing a comparison between that of this country and 
Canada, I would say in this connection that I was in attend¬ 
ance at the Fishery Commission, at Halifax, last Summer, and 
found there the great necessity of coming to an appreciation of 
the great deficiency of our statistics. The Canadians have great 
facilities hy which they get under almost a single head the sta 
tiatics of nearly all the fish in tbe Dominion. The results sre very 
satisfactory and desirable. They have paid fish-inspectors, who 
are stationed along the coasts and gather in the number of Dab 
taken, and report that number to a superior officer, wbo adjusts 
and tabulates tbem, so that at tbe end of the year they can get a 
complete account of every barrel of mackerel, every quintal 
of codfish, every pound of trout, and ail the bass, and all tbe 
oysters, and all the products of the sea. We have nothing of 
that kind In the United States. Last year the legislature of

—Bertram, In “Harvest of the Sea,” says, at the age of three 
months the oyster Is not much bigger than a pea, and the age at 
which reproduction begins has never been accurately ascertained, 
but It is thought to be three years. Oysters are usually four years 
old before they are sen l to London market. At the age of live 
years the oyster Is, I think, In Its prime; and some of our moat 
Intelligent fishermen think Its average duration of life to be ten 
years. 

—The last German triumph In chemical science Is a method of 
keeping tlsk fresh by Impregnating It, by means of hydraulic 
pressure, with a weak solution of salicylic acid, a new antiseptic, 
originally extracted from willow bark, but since found In large 
proportions in meadow-sweet (Spiioea ulmarhs). The fish is then 
packed in boxes and covered with gelatine, to prevent Its drying. 

A short soaking In water restores It to pristine freshness. 

—Now Is the time to get your skates sharpened, and to over¬ 
haul your pike or pickerel tackle and lay In a stock of minnows, 
for the first cold night may freeze the ponds enough to bear, and 
then in the clear cool morning with axe, bait, tackle, lunch, etc., 
away to the ponds and cut from fifty to a hundred holes and set 
the lines, and before the tenth one Is In perhaps a Hag is up at 
the first hole, and away you skate to see how big the fellow is 
who has hoisted It. This is sport and brings health and red 
cheeks, tossy nothing of the appetite. 

—The Eischerei Zeitung gives us the following items: 

An aquarium Is to be established next year at Lelpsic, the first 
one In Saxony. Mr. Kuehnrlch, the proprietor of the Shooting 
Park, has undertaken to build It at his own expense. It will 
contain twenty-two basins and a crocodile house as well as an 
aviary. 

A giant carp of seventy-five centimeters In length and nineteen 
kilometers In weight has been presented to the aquarium of the 
Zoological Garden at Frankfort-on-the-Main. The fish comes 
from a lake near Schwabach in Bavaria, from which lake soon a 
giant nels (Slluris) will follow. 

—In his recent letter ou the Halifax awards, Secretary Evurts 
says: “If our fishing fleet is subject to the Sunday laws of New¬ 
foundland, made for the coast population; If it is excluded from 
the fishing grounds for half the year, from October Lo April; if 
our‘seines and other contrivances’for catching fish are subject 
to Ihe regulations of the legislature of Newfoundland, it is not 
easy to see what firm or valuable measure for the privilege of 
article 18, as conceded to the United States, this government can 
promise to its citizens under the guarantee of the treaty.” 

This looks to us like a practical exclusion of our fleet from the 
fisheries. 

—The Danube, a Vienna newspaper, says that the following 
scene occurred in one of the best restaurants in that city. There, 
also as in Paris, they skin their clients, but they at least make 
the avowal of it with a naivete quite refreshing: 

The guest—“Garcon, what means this pleasantry! Here Is a 
trout for which I am charged 1 florin and 50 kreutzers, and which 
is put down on the bill of fare at 80 kreutzers.” 

The garcon —Eh bind Yes, Monsieur. It is the custom of the 
house. We have the very best fish in the city. If we should 
mention the price In the bill of fare no one would eat it. When 
one has taken a taste, certain, of ours, we then do not hesitate 
to produce the true price." 

—We rejoice to learn that the President has paid Great Britain 
the amount of the Halifax award, for although the amount was 
far In excess of any value received by us, aud therefore unjust, 
still as we agreed to Bettle It by arbitration, there was no honor¬ 
able course left us but to pay it. It has been said that we did 
not agree to be bound by the decision at Halifax, but to us it ap¬ 
pears as if sending Judge Kellogg there as a commissioner was an 
act of acceptance of the Halifax commission as a court competent 
to try the case, and so Indirectly an agreement to be bound by 
its decision. All we ask now is for John Bull to compel his fish¬ 
ermen to observe the treaty aud keep the peace. We have paid 
our money and now we want what we have bought. No keeping 
the promise to our ears and breaking to our hopes, John, by those 
8unday laws and other dodges to which Mr. Evarts refers In an¬ 
other place. Fair play Is your boast, friend John, and that is all 
we ask. _

vals. Under this treatment, I havo rarely seen this affection 
fatal. 

I’EKITOKl TIE. 

This disease, iu the acute form, is seldom met with in the dog, 
but chronic Inflammation of the peritoneum, or lining mem¬ 
brane of the abdominal purletea, and of this membrane reflected 
over the contents of the abdomen, is a disease the canine race is 
very subject to. 

The symptoms of anile peritonitis are, restlessness, occasional 
cries, panting, constant stretching at full length upon the sides, 
mouth and nose hot and dry, great thirst; the pulse Is rapid, 
small and hard, pressure of the belly singularly produces no 
extra pain, the bowels, if uot at first constipated, soon become so, 
the countenance is distressed and anxious, and the animal con¬ 
stantly Inclines the head towards the abdomen. 

The causes of acute peritonitis are as followB: Mechanical In¬ 
juries; also by parturition, or the introduction of any foreign suit- 
stance into the abdominal cavity; and also it may be produced 
by metastasis from rheumatism, and by a peculiar contagion. If 
the case is seen early In the disease, we may anticipate a favor¬ 
able issue; but if allowed to run ou it Ib almost hopeless. The 
most unfavorable signs are tympanites, with obstinate constipa¬ 
tion and vomiting; the pulse frequent and thready, and the. 
strength prostrate; the dog will refuse all food. 

I n the treatment of this disease it is necessary to overcome the 
inflammation by every possible means; as blood-letting, almost 
to fainting; stimulating applications to the abdomen [should be 
employed, such as warm poullices, hot turpentine fomentations. 
Also give the following every two hours: Tincture of opium, one 
drachm; sulphuric ether, one drachm, water, one ounce. Calo¬ 
mel is beneficial in this disease, and should be used from the 
onset in small doses, repeatedly given. Also give a turpentlue 
enema to unload the rectum. When all hope6by medical means 
have failed, support the strength of the patient and favor a spon¬ 
taneous cure. The acute variety may pass Into .'/ironic peritonitis. 
This form of the disease may arise also from a tuberculous dia¬ 
thesis. 

The symptoms observed are: Loss of appetite and spirits; very 
little and sometimes no pain ; his belly is tucked up, and is con¬ 
tracted and hard; he occasionally seeks to hide himself; the 
bowels are irregular; there Is much emaciation. Iu a great 
number of cases he after a while recovers, but he too often pines 
away aud dies. On past mortem examination the disease is plain 
enough. The peritoneum In its various Inflections is found ag¬ 
glutinated together; we have also Bantus Berum and pus. Tuber¬ 
cles may be found; thickening of the peritoneum; enlargement 
of the mesenteric glands, etc. 

The treatment to be adopted iu chronic peritonitis is as fol¬ 
lows: Sometimes topical bleeding, repeated blisterlngs, frictions 
with liniments and ointments; iodine and opium to relieve any 
pain, and the vegetable alteratives in combination with vegetable 
tonics. The diet should be nutritious and various.

Diseases of Dogs.

COLIC. 

This Is au affection to which dogs are very subject. It is a 
disease of some portion of the gastro-Iutestinal canal, with 
morbid sensibility and contractility, with morbid secretion, com¬ 
monly of air, manifested by acute pain, with flatulent distention, 
and almost always with constipation. This malady is princi¬ 
pally to be traced to Improper food, or exposure to cold, pro¬ 
ducing a morbid excitement of the nervous system, or by de¬ 
ranging the secretions of the digestive organs, with generally 
an absence of Inflammation. When the spasms are present the 
poor animal Is never quiet a minute, he runs from one corner to 
another, curling himself closely up, but doeB not He long, 
another fit of pain comes on, he cries out, looks round and seeks 
another place, which having found, endeavors to settle himself 
and to go to sleep. The Interruption, however, constantly recurs. 
The eye is not injected, there is no heat of the mouth, the nose 
1 b cool and moist, but towards the end, Is hot and dry. The 
pulse may, from pain become accelerated, and rendered more 
full, as well as strong, though not always to any great extent. 

For the treatment of this disease, I would In the first instance 
give an Injection, composed of spirits of turpentine, half an 
ounce; castor oil, one ounce; tincture of opium, two to three 
drachms; warm gruel, one pint; mix, and inject Into the rectum, 
using only half or one third for a small dog. This will frequently 
give almost immediate relief. Should it fall to do so 1 would 
administer the following: Tincture of opium, half a drachm to 
a drachm; sulphuric ether, one drachm; aromatic spirits of am¬ 
monia, one drachm; water, one ounce; mix and give. A cathar¬ 
tic. pill should sIbo be given, composed of Barbadoes aloes, ten 
to fifteen grains; powdered Jalap, five to eight grains; powdered 
ginger, two to three grains; soap, ten grains; mix into a pill for 
a large dog, or divide Into two or three for small ones. The 
mixture composed of opium, sulphuric ether, and ammonia, 
can be repeated If required every half hour. When 
the pain ceases, the antispaemodlc medicine should not be imme-

Editor Chicago Kibi.iv: —The communication from “Ubique" 
iu your issue of Nov. 23 on the subject of retrievers interested mo 
very much, as 1 have been thinking of getting a dog for that pur¬ 
pose to take with me next Autumn to the coast of New Bruns¬ 
wick. Inasmuch as our setters and pointers are with very few 
exceptions allowed to retrieve, simple retrievers can never fill the 
important place in the field sports that they do In Great Britain, 
aud parenthetically 1 would say that unless the natural Instiucts 
of the dogs raised by our cousins over the water are very different 
from auy that I have had the opportunity of watching during 
their education, I should think that in not allowing them to re¬ 
trieve the great incentive to hunt would be taken from them. 
Most certainly to my dogs the pleasure of bringing in a dead bird 
is the reward most anxiously looked forward to, and nothing can 
be more expressive than the reproachful glance which they give, 
when, as, alas, too frequently happens, a bird gets away clean 
missed. That, a dog can be taught to point bird after bird and 
quietly stay at charge while another one retrieves the game, we 
know, but that uuder those circumstances lie will put his whole 
soul Into his work and take even more interest in the result, than 
his master with the gun does, I for one cannot believe, llut. to 
return, although for upland shooting with us a retriever is not 
called for, there are circumstances under which one would be 
extremely useful, if not absolutely necessary, notably the late 
Autumn aud early Spring sea fowl, brant uud wild goose shoot¬ 
ing, a setter or pointer would very soou show the result of the 
exposure to cold winds and icy water and a dog physically adapted 
for such rough work Is the retriever we want. But why go to 
England for a retriever or to Ireland for a water spaniel when we 
have all the requisite qualities combined iu our Chesapeake Bay 
dog! “Ubique” does not consider the black color as an objectlou 
lo the retriever, but if he had been with me on the barrens of the 
Miscon this Autumn where at times, clothed Iu sedge colored 
shooting suit, we had to lie down in an open plain of moss and 
burl, land, I think a black dog beBldc him would certainly pre¬ 
vented some of the geese from flying right over him. If color is 
a matter of any importance it must of course be conceded that 
the sedge color of the Bay dog is far superior to the coal black of 
the retriever. I cannot speak from experience, but I very much 
doubt If the retriever is as powerful an animal and U6 much at 
home generally in the water as the Chesapeake Bay dog, better 
he certainly is not, as the latter does not hold second rank eveu 
to the Newfoundland In ability to move quickly sgaiiiBt a heavy 
sea, dive, etc. He Is also extremely docile, easily taught, and 
does not give out a bad odor when wet, a pretty important item 
by the wa^ for a companion in a ducking float. His coat is the 
nearest to that of an otter of any dog’s, and he never shivers and 
Bbakcs when wet aud cold. Last but not least he iaau American 
dog, and as such, other things being equal, should, It seems to 
me, be used by American sportsmen. As compared with the Irish 
water spaniel he has not the advantage in color that he has over 
the retriever, and of the spaniel I am not competent to speak, as 
the only pure-bred ones that I have seen were those which Mr, 
Whitman sent to our bench show lost Spring, which were, I am 
told, fine examples of the breed. It may seem, and undoubtedly 
is, a very puerile and absurd reason for judging of the merits of 
a dog, but I must confess that to my eye they are very ugly, and 
that when I can do so I prefer to have things that arc pleasant to 
look at about me. 

Seriously, however, why is not our duck dog the retriever for 
us! I should very much like to hear from somebody who knows 
them well whether they are inferior to the English retriver or 
Irish spaniel. At our bench show looking upon them as the only 
truly American sporting dog, and thinking that as Buch the proper 
breeding of them should be encouraged, we put them on a par 
with the setters and pointers in the value of prizes offered, and 
hoped that other kennel clubs would follow. Mrouc.

Editor Chicago Field :—Ellen Alice’s old friend Is, in my 
opinion, quite right about the use of Hndlng doge as retrievers. 
There Is no doubt in my opinion that to send a finding dog to re¬ 
trieve a wounded bird must Impair bis staunchness and also his 
nose. A winged bird is sure to run or flutter about when the 
dog comes near It and the dog must chase it, even If but for a few 
yards, before he get hold of it. Then he haB a struggle with the 
wounded bird before he can grab it aright, and when it Is in his 
mouth it flutters and fills his nostrils with scent. The chasing 
la contrary to all the ethics of a finding dog. When he coraeB 
upon a bird be should point It, dead or alive, and If it runs road 
it, standing when the bird stands and trailing it up when it 
runs. 

To expect a dog to do one thing with an unwounded bird and 
diametrically opposite with a wounded bird is to expect too much, 
in fact la to expect him to know whether a bird is wounded or 
uot, which I think is demanding a little too much even of as an 
intelligent an animal as the sporting <J5g. 

It must affect his nose for there is no doubt that if any person 
or animal has just been filled to satiety with either food or drink 
or odors, or if his ear has been stunned with a loud noise, he can 
not have the same keen sense to detect a delicate flavor odor or 
sound as if he bad not been so satiated. Aud that a dog must 
become over-filled when so carrying a struggling hird is hardly to 
be doubted, for the very struggles of the bird muBt open every 
pore and let out the scent. 

The reason for turning our finding dog6 into retrievers, is 
doubtless because there were no retrievers to be obtained, and a 
man then argued it is better to keep one pointer to do both kinds 
of work, than two pointers, the one to find and the other to 
retrieve. Economy prompted this idea. But now that dogs 
can be carried by rail almost anywhere and on any line for 
little or nothing, we can hardly complain of the expense of 
traveling with dogs, and the expense of feeding two is not very- 
much more than oue. 

Of late years, however, *luck hunters have been demanding a 
retriever for their own uses, and the Irish water spaniel has been 
introduced for their beiiuui..

That these dogs arc 
rare aud iu this country a ljttle expensive, is perhaps the only 
excuse any sportsman pf average means can put forward for 
using his pointer as « retriever. ^ But a wealthy mau who has sev¬ 
eral dogs aud uo retriever is uJB who is Ignorant of the highest 
pleasures of shooting. Fine a sight as it is to see a brace of line 
rangy dogs working over a large field and coming to a point, it is 
uot a finer than shoot the bird found, look back and note the 
keen gaze of the black follower, and watch his workmanlike pro¬ 
ceedings as be obeys the motion to proceed.

Judging liy Points. 


Toeeka, Kam 

Editor Chicago Field: — 1 The sensible and correct ideas of 
G. Thorp Bartram, in the last issue of the Chicago Field, on 
judging at beuch shows, is an article written at the right time. 
To judge dogs by a “recognized standard of point,”—It will be said 
by many, such lias been the course. Mr. A., B. or Cl.—the judge 
—knows what a dog should be, to be perfect, aud has judged ac¬ 
cordingly. This could uot be so, if the judge lias given a first pre¬ 
mium to a dog last week, when this week he passes him by, and 
gives it to a dog entirely at variance with the one last week. The 
only reasoning that he can have is, that he has changed his ideas of 
what a perfect dog should be, and acknowledges that he was 
wrong. For a judge to judge ill Dm pointer class, who has openly 
stated that he would not own one, because he never saw as good 
an one, as he had owned setters, shows that lie has not had expe¬ 
rience enough with pointers to make him a ju6t and proper man 
to judge pointers, and therefore, lie should not be allowed to 
judge pointers. The same way iu regard to setters, and other 
breeds of dogs at the shows. Most any sportsman has seen the 
drawing of Counless, the setter bitch owned by Llewcllln; it Is a 
perfect picture of wliut a setter should be. Having never seen the 
auimal I do not know bow closely she fills the bill, but I do 
know that the majority of the pictures said to represent sucli and 
sucli dogs, would be a poor directory for any one to have, to 
find said dogs by at the shoW6. The pictures are fine ones, per¬ 
fect In delineation of what, a dog should be, showing plainly that 
we have plenty of sportsmen who know how a dog should be 
formed to have him perfect, and just so far as the lines deviate 
from that form, the dog is deficient as a physical perfection. 
Those who have attended the dog shows have been surprised to 
notice that the dogs that took first premium in their class a few 
mouths or a year before, have liecn unnoticed at other shows, 
ami dogs almost wholly at variance with them as regards form 
have taken their places. Such could not he the ease if a type 
were set to which a man could breed. The old saying that "figures 
don’t He," is an accepted truth, and every exhibitor would be 
satisfied if bis animal was measured by a rule of justice, and that 
justice regulated by a given form of a dog, recognized by good 
authority. There can not be much trouble experienced in framing 
such a code of rules bo wc would know wlieu we leave the 
keunel with our dogs what we have to conform to 
to have an equal chance with others who may 
have had greater opportunities to improve. Mr. Barbara's article 
shows that our friends across the water have reason to find fault 
with the judging, and as everything is susceptible of improve¬ 
ment, let us here commence by having rules that the judges must 
obey, discarding all personal feelings regarding ownership. Then 
a dog will be judged as a whole, not as I couldnarae a case where 
a dog (Sensation) whose head, shoulders and cheBt were very 
fine, but whose loins were vekv deficient, was given first pre¬ 
mium, when a dog whose average was very much better received 
a H.C. I think the ownership made up for the deficient loins 
and that his fine front appearance would compensate for his more 
necessary lasting qualities. Mere ideas, though—we all need 
regulating once in awhile and should not take offense if a brother 
sportsman has his say. In regard to who the judges should be, 
or who they are to be, makes very little difference so long as 
they judge by rule; and If exception Ib taken to any decision of 
the judge, let It immediately go before a board of appeals on the 
grounds , whose decision shall be final. Then there will be no 
after troubles—at least there should not be. Placing power in 
the hands of a few always has, and always will, cause discontent; 
the power should originate from the masses, and tloe6 ultimately, 
but not until the masses see their rights encroached upon by the 
few who would be dictators. The Chicago Field has taken a 
fearless stand, and, as In field trials, so it must be with all other 
| field pleasures, we must have an agent whereby wc can reach the

But what our field sports lack in Intensity of pleasure they make 
up in duration, In the ease with which they can be followed and 
the absence of many discomforts which at the East are unavoid¬ 
able. Beginning ln July with deer (and doves ln plenty for those 
who want them), and In September with quails and ducks, one 
may sllDg Bhot at something every day in the year, for when _ 
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March cloaca the quail campaign, the duckB last another month 
aud young hares (unprotected by law) are then just the right 
sine to shoot. When eastern fields are locked In snow and ice, 
ours are lu just the condition of both temperature and wetneBS 
that one would make them If he could; the country Is easily 
traversed In all directions with a horse; nine mouths and too 
often for twelve months In the year, one can hunt every day In 
buckskin moccasins and skirt 6lceves. Camping out ia mere 
child’s play, while the Immense number of fair days, ihe almost 
total absence of mud, swamps, briars, etc., go far toward making 
a successful hunt a certainty us well as a mere play spell. And 
above all we are free from that pest known as the pot hunter. 
Most any one who owns a gun will Indeed “ground-sluice” a flock 
of quails when young and easily got at, but the market shooter, 
the pot hunter;*/r exothwe Is excluded from us by natural laws 
at which he may kick in vain. No human laws could so effectu¬ 
ally chain the beast as do the low price of all meats, the diflleulty 
and cost of transportation, and the difficulty of preserving game. 
Not a pound of game la ever shipped from this county, and It will 
be years before any will be. 

Banished from a land I love better and from all early frieuds 
and relatives (except my Immediate family) by a fate to which 1 can 
never become reconciled, I cannot but be thankful that beneath 
the old flag there Is sucli a comfortable place of exile. An open 
country of grander scenery than the East affords, where In au 
hour I can shoot at all the quails 1 want without going beyond 
the sound of my little hoy’s voice at the house, and many a deer 
without going over a mile further, with an almost eternal round 
of bright, warm days, go far toward putting a smiling face upon 
misfortune. From my earliest childhood my soul was drunk with 
love of the Held, and when at only ten years of age I used to 
“hook” my uncle’s gun and ammunition and vanish in the dark 
cedar woods by the house to shoot robins; when I lingered lov¬ 
ingly around the gun store window gazing in admiratiou at the 
execrable pot metals whose German sliver deer, brass pheasants, 
and engraved dogs used to enhance their value in my young eyes; 
when later on in life, the sight of an Autumn leaf or a buckwheat 
stubble would kindle a burning fever within me, little did I im¬ 
agine that that love would oue day be to me one of the greatest 
of all blessings. Many a poor invalid have I seen come here to 
hasten death lu pining over ennui while all around him lay amuse¬ 
ment, medicine, health, even life Itself, of all which he knew 
nothiug; and often have 1 been thankful for the taste for hunting 
when 1 thought how uuendurablc this banishment would be with¬ 
out it. 

Better shooting can no doubt be had in central and northern 
California and deer and wild fowl are certainly more plenty there 
than here, but one who nTliat hunt climate tlrst and game after¬ 
ward, will And no part of the civilized world better than this fur 
off county of San Diego, and no part of that any better than this 
little valley of eternal green where one may walk in places for 
hall a mile under a continuous shade of majestic live oaks, 
kuown as Kali Brook. 

Judges of Guns. 

nv ONEIDA. 

How many are there, out of the whole number of sportsmen 
lu this country, who are really capable of forming a correct esti¬ 
mate of the intrinsic value of any particular gun offered for their 
inspection! 1 know that i shall offend the vanity--the self-con¬ 
ceit—of hundreds, when I answer, eery foe. Let it not be 
thought that the writer of these lines claims, for a moment, that 
he Is an expert. On the contrary, I may say that, “the little I 
do know, teaches me that I know nothing." Of course, I have 
my own ideas of what a really good gun 6hould be. So do most 
rneu. That, however, ia not the questiou. It Is not a question 
of personal fancy, but the old, and oft quoted one of “the 
greatest good to the greatest number." Look at the commenda¬ 
tory letters published In the pamphlets of the various gun-makerB 
—both foreign and American, and It needs but scant examlna 
tion of their contents to show that they are written often without 
due consideration of the real meaning of the words used, and 
often, too often, they show a Btrong feeling of mere personal 
favoritism, a feeling that Is the certain evidence that the writer 
is led by his prejudices to the point where, no matter how strong 
the proof to the contrary, he mill not sec anything equally good 
in the work of a rival maker. How often can we hear men of 
this way of judging say, “1 tell you, it’s no use in talking, boys; 
Mr. A. B. C. 18 the maker of the best gun In the world. I’ve 
got a gun of his make that I paid so many dollars for, and I tell 
you, It’s the very best gun to shoot in the world.” A strong en¬ 
dorsement this, yet It Is one no gun-maker, who cared for his 
reputation for veracity, would dare to make In regard to any or 
every gun he might turn out. Yet, the word of any maker, who 
had a reputation to lose, ought certainly to be wortli as much as 
that of the comparatively inexperienced sportsmen above quoted. 

Another sportsman will say, “My gun is a perfect beauty; why 
I have never seen any of your tine watches with such finished 
engraving on them as there is on my breech-loader.” 

And so, the story, with variations, goes on. One claims his 
gun Is tlie best because It throws its shot all in a bunch, while 
another insists that his gun is “the boss” because it is covered 
with line engravlDg, yet all the while neither of these men 6top 
for a moment to consider and think over the principles of the 
breech mechanism, the materials used, or the quality of the 
workmanship. 

It seems almost impossible to make such men believe that a 
really high-class gun cannot lie built to sell for $100 or less. One 
reason of this is that, as “Gloan" says, “every sportsman thinks 
the gun, horse or dog he owns, is the beet in the world." An¬ 
other, and still more powerful reason Is that, by far the greater 
number of American sportsmen get their ideas of what a high- 
class gun should be from seeing so many of the showily finished, 
much engraved German and Birmingham guns which till our gun 
stores. It Is scarce worth my while to state here—what is neverthe¬ 
less a fact—that such guns,though they may shoot well, and wear 
well, comparatively, are not what the skilled and unprejudiced 
expert would cull really high-class work. “But,” 6ays some one, 
“what are we poor men to do, who cannot afford to pay the 
long prices asked for the guns you speak of!" “Would you 
have us give up shooting because we cannot afford to own such 
guns?" To such I Bay, that we are uot discussing that question at 
all. From the bottom of ray heart do I wish that high-class 
makers could build and sell at a profit their guns at a price that 
would put the guns within reach of every sportsman. Gladly 
would I see what “Gloan" calls “the machine-made turned-out- 
by the-bundred class of guns” then swept out of existence. But 
this Is aside from the question, and impossible. 

To quote again from “Gloan”—and I know he will pardon me 
for doing so thus often—“the gun should be something more to 
the sportsman, than a mere tool with which he works. It should 
be something higher to him than a mere matter of wood and 
iron. There should he an element of fine art In It. Sportsmen, 
and particularly American sportsmen, as a class, should reflect 
that the nearer to art they raise all things connected with their 
sport, the more they ennoble themselves and enhance their 
pleasure.” The old saying “all Is uot gold that glitters” applies 
to guns as to roost things else in this world. You may take an 
old Queen's arm, choke-bore it till It makes a fine target, and en¬ 


grave It, if you choose, from end to end, but all that will not 
make of It a high-class muzzle-loader. Yet, to many, it would 
seem a fine arm. Of course, the average sportsman of our day 
would not think so, yet many of these men will call one of the 
modern breech-loaders when choked and engraved as the musket, 
above named, “a fine gun, Blr,” though it may In reality be, as 
regards materials aud Internal finish, of no more intrinsic value 
than the old Queen'B arm. 

How then are sportBuien to become judges of guns! Certainly 
not by udoptlng as a standard of perfect work the trade guns of 
the wholesale and retail dealers. True, many of these guns shoot 
well, aud, what are called the higher grades of them have often a 
fair outside show. More than this, it may be said that for the 
man who shoots but one or two weeks lu a whole year, they will 
wear well, and with cure, last a long time; but because of this, 
the owner be he poor or rich, should not rush to the conclusion 
that ho made the very nicest of selections when he bought Ills 
gun, and forthwith proclaim from the house tops, that he “has 
the. best gull in the world, gentlemen; and If you are wise you 
will be guided by my experience, and not pay fancy prices to the 
men who are called the 'crack makers,’ when for so much less 
money you can get such a gun as 1 have got.” I have heard a 
great deal of just such talk from men who would not inform 
themselves In regard to the art—for it is an art—of building a 
llrat-rato gun. As a rule, such men are very wise in their own 
estimation, aud will listen to no attempt to enlighten them. They 
have a sort of bull-headed, obstinate pride that forbids them to 
admit that they have been mistaken in their judgments; and 
they would almost rather die than admit that the gun they brag 
over so loudly, may not have been such a very wise purchase 
after all. With many, time and experience brings all this to 
rights, and I believe the day will come when American sportsmen, 
as a class, will he as fully able to detect in guns the true from 
the false as quickly any men in the world. But they must adopt 
a higher standard of excellence In .their minds than they now 
have, no matter whether their means permit of their owning 
guns fully up to that standard or not. 1 also believe with “Re- 
capper," that the day will come when American makers will be 
able to build from the crude material, guns equal to the finest In 
all respects. But, as he says, “that day is not yet." 


Deer Killing in the Adirondack!).

Euitok Ghicaoo Fiei.o: —When 1 sec such statements as I 
have taken the liberty to clip from ttic Saratoghm concerning 
the imiiluit waste of pleasures and benefits entrusted to our charge 
by Divine Providence, even allowing them to be but partially true, 

1 cannot resist the temptation to tiring them to public notice, 
hoping thereby that sometime they may catch the eye of some of 
our influential legislators witli sporting proclivities, who have en¬ 
joyed this recreation and wake them up to the sense of duty, that 
If our present laws or the officers are Insufficient to offer the pro¬ 
tection necessary, that there are other means devisable that will 
effectually accomplish the desired ultimatum and crown my good 
intentions with beneficial results. Now let the reader peruse 
the following: 

"An Adirondack guide, whose home is in the heart of that fa¬ 
mous wilderness, calls public attention to the slaughter of deer 
that Is going on this Fall, as it docs every Full, by running them 
to water with dogs. There are more than six hundred lakes in 
the great, north woods, aud he says that upon each of at least four 
hundred of them there is a hunters’ camp. 

“These butchers are not tourists or pleasure seekers, butguides 
and hotel keepers and vagabonds from the settlement, who hunt 
the deer for its skin aud its flesh, both of which find ready sale. 
Their methods are unsportsmanlike and brutal. A deer pursued 
by a dog seeks the water that it may throw the dog from the 
scent. Very little sagacity on the part of a woodsman Is re¬ 
quired to tell where a deer will make the plunge to swim to the 
opposite shore. He conceals himself in his boat and Ills attend¬ 
ant lets loose the dogB. The deer runs from one pursuer directly 
toward the one in waiting, and once In the water, strikes out into 
the lake. The man in the boat waits until the game Is well clear 
of the land and then darts after it. It is no tusk to overtake the 
deer. Any able-bodied man can do so in a very short time in an 
ordinary skiff. He rows to the deer and—shoots it! Oh, no! 
To do so must be a waste of ammunition—he knocks the help¬ 
less creature on the he ,d with a club. You will find a Club In every 
hunter’s boat just as sure as you will find a double-barreled gun 
loaded with buckshot. The day of rifles aud of sportsmanlike 
UBe of them is ended in the Adirondacks. 

"The Adirondack guide thinks that two hundred deer arc killed 
daily In the wilderness in the months of October and November. 
He knows of parties that have killed eight and ten in a day by 
dogging them to the water, and any one who has lived on the 
edge of the woods knows that deer carcasses are taken out by the 
wagon and sleigh load, not only In the months named, but 
throughout the Wjnter. Hundreds are killed by men on snow 
slioes who skim over the snow crust, which, while strong enough 
to bear them with their wide-surfaced shoes Is not strong enough 
to prevent the deer from cutting through and floundering help¬ 
lessly when pursued. Hundreds, too, are killed by parties who 
visit the woods In July aud August. It is then that the game 
seeks the ponds to enjoy the cool water and escape from flies; 
and man has discovered that by the use of a reflecting light and 
by keeping absolute silence, a boat may be paddled within a few 
feet of the deer, aud the fatal charge of buckshot fired at it. 

“For a short time In the Spring of the year the Adirondack 
deer is free from pursuers, but for the rest of it there is no cessa¬ 
tion of huullng. If one-half of the guide’s estimate is true, tak¬ 
ing the entire year Into consideration, It is a fair supposition that 
thirty thousand deer are killed annually in northern New York. 
The guides themselves say that the number is nearer fifty thous¬ 
and. Of these probably not five thousand are killed without vio¬ 
lation of law, for It Is not lawful to chase them with dogs, or to 
kill them in mid-Winter, Spring or Summer. The law is a dead 
letter; the hunter Is his own master, the law’s officers do not 
prosecute. The writer of this article has seen the judge of the 
county in which he was camped start off on a sultry July night to 
shoot deer, and has seen him return and proudly point to his 
game. 

“The hundreds of true sportsmen in New York Btate know 
whether the deer of the Adirondacks are worth preserving. No 
part of the continent seems better adapted to them. They hold 
out astonishingly, considering how they are slaughtered; yet it is 
plain that unless this slaughter Is checked they must soon be ex¬ 
terminated. 

"If the existing laws were enforced for five years, deer would 
be very plenty, for unmolested they Increase with great rapidity. 
The plan of occupying certain tracts us a deer preserve has 
helped to add to their number. Being under the coutrol of clubs, 
It Is not permitted to shoot with the limits. The experiment Is 
worthy of further trial. But the most feasible plan is In some 
manner to compel an observance of existing laws—laws which 
were thoughtfully prepared, and which are adequate, if enforced.” 

In conjunction with the above, It Is an irresistible power that 
provokes a further and stronger denunciation of the present emu¬ 
lation that prevails among our sportsmen to excel one another in 


the head of game slaughtered, or as it. is politely termed a goud 
bag, regardless of the after consequences. 

In my humble judgment it Is fur from the quantity killed, 
that denotes the true sportsman, hut the grace and manner which 
ever characterizes and stamps the acts of the innate gentleman. 
But such has been the school of my boyhood, and tho Impressions 
have been so iudellible that I cannot chunge to suit the times with 
that same convenience of our dog judges. Feeling fully the res¬ 
ponsibility of the position i have assumed, aud the wrath engen¬ 
dered, 1 must stop ere I contract a burden beyond my powers.

A Thanksgiving Shoot.

Emitok Cimi’au'o Field :—There have been few pleasanter 
days this F ,11 for an outing thau was this last Thauksgiving day 
just past. The sun was warm aud genial, a gentle breeze stirred 
the leaves as they lay huddled together or wafted them down from 
their Summer abiding place on the branches of the red oaks. A 
little woodpecker was hopping up the trunk of a dead tree in the 
back lot looking just as if it was not the 28th day of November, 
and as If .Tack Frost had not laid a pretty tight hand on nature 
the night, before. This woodpecker and a stray tit chirping his 
strident tune combined with the bright sun and pleasant un¬ 
made me think it would be a gooil day for snipes; but the recol¬ 
lections of a previous just such a day which was blank, save one 
rabbit,mademe determine to get in my potatoes while I could and 
not waste time tramping after snipes that were not. 

By and by as I was digging away, bang! bang!! was “heard 
the frequent gun." But I remembered Abe Kleinman was to 
have a big shoot out at Ills place, and knew that the pigeons 
were going dowu before the merciless fire from the score and from 
the host of skirmishers. In a short time, however, the musk- 
commenced on the other Bide—right In thedircctlun of my favor¬ 
ite snipe patch—and I could stand it no longer. Here was 1 dig¬ 
ging potatoes whilst some fellow was filling his bag with juicy 
long bills right off my private preserve. Potatoes be hanged! 
And in live minutes I was standing oil the porch, gun in hand, 
with the cocker bitch dancing a war dance of delight around me. 
The tiring had been very brisk and I started in a hurry along the 
road. Here 1 Hushed snow blrdB by the dozen and suw that the 
ice was still upon water-hole and ditch, and I wondered how the 
snipes could be lu to-day and not there a week before when there 
had been less lee. 

As I approached my ground the shooting seemed to recede and 
soon it became clear to me that it was beyond this, and tbeu I 
remembered that the South End Club too would most probably 
be celebrating their thankfulness by a trap shoot. But I was on 
the ground aud buund to go over It, Half au hour’s fruitless 
tramp made me feel foolisli when seaipe! seaipe!! went a snipe 
at about five yards ri6e, and down he went into till! long grass, 
under the Influence of a charge of No. 11. Well, I'm glad of 
that, 1 thought, for 1 wanted a snipe to finish up my case of 
game birds I shot round tlie place. But when I gathered him in 
I found no fit specimen for a taxidermist. .Just about as many 
shot had hit him a6 was possible. Both wings and leg6 were 
smashed, his body was riddled, and half his lower mandible shot 
away. For once, at all events, i hadn't slobbered. I put It in 
my pocket, re-charged, and strolled along through a piece of 
weedy, coarse prairie grass, when wlilrr-r, and a covey of eight¬ 
een or twenty quails were spinning away. They were out of 
shot before I could cock, so I marked them down in a patch of 
scrub some two hundred yards away, and strolled over to it. I 
put. the bitch in where I had seen them drop and cocked both 
barrels. She began to suiff and road along when up jumped a 
bird only logo dowu before the No. 11’a In the right barrel. I 
was hardly loaded ere I got a right and left, both successful, I 
then made a clean miss with my right, but put in the fi’s in the 
left barrel with crippling effect. The next two got away, though 
one was slobbered; but live and six were brought to bag In good 
shape. 

This was enough for one day ,60 I left the remainder for another 
opportunity, or for same other man. 1 had bagged one snipe and 
six quails In about fifteen minutes. It was lively work whilst It 
lasted, and 1 only hope that my repression of the instinct of 
slaughter will he rewarded by my finding the birds some other 
day. 

My little cocker hitch, though utterly unbroken, found all my 
birds for me and indulged in quite an spirited cha<e after the 
cripple. 

Six quails and one snipe ten miles from the court-house square 
on November 28, Is not a bad sort of a bag.

Aa-li unitization of Gnme in Sweden. 


Mr. Oscar Dickson, in the Srenska Jngnrfvr hamlets Xya 
Tiilskrift, a Swedish 6portlng magazine, gives some account of 
his success in the acclimatization of foreign game In Swcdeu. 

“Last season I obtained 323 partridge eggs from England, and, 
setting them under hens, succeeded lu hatching out 205 young 
birds. Each hen was given twenty five eggs, and, when the 
young were hatched off, was confined to a coop, of which the 
bars were wide enough apart to allow the young partridges to go 
out and in. The coops were placed in n level meadow. For the 
first week the young birds were fed on the eggs of the field ant, 
which they picked out for themselves; but after that time they 
were supplied with those of the wood ant, which were thrown 
down before them, mixed up with fir needles and the ants them¬ 
selves. One morning, when the young birds were able to fly, 
the coops were closed while they- were yet all inside, and were 
moved to the edge of a field of onto neur some good partridge 
ground, l-ood was placed by the coops, but when after a couple 
of days It remained untouched, the hens and coops were re¬ 
moved. The young birds soon became wild, and up to this time 
none have been missed—n result which I ascribe to a raid made 
upon the cats in the neighborhood shortly before the young par¬ 
tridges were let out. The eggs cost Id. each in England, and 
were sent to me by a dealer In London, who. In reply to my in¬ 
quiry as to how many eggs lie could supply, stated that In one 
year he had delivered 5,0110 eggs, but that he required to receive 
orders before the end of February. 

“In 1874 I obtained two Canadian wapiti, a stag and a hind. 
They were plBced In the park at Skcppstn, and there dropped in 
the first year a male, in the second a female fawn As the two 
old wapiti had become vicious, they were shot, and in the Bum¬ 
mer of 187(1 tlie young ones were let out of Hie park, and during 
the severe aud snowy Winter which followed had to find their owu 
food. As a proof of the hardy nature of these det-r, and of their 
suitability for acclimatization, it may be mentioned that in the 
Spring they were in good condition, and were accompanied by a 
fawn. The male wapiti is, both in appearance and weight, a finer 
animal than that of the red deer; It. Ims the same, noble beuring, 
and Its venison Is remarkably good. 

“There are still grouse round Bokedalen,but they seem to have 
some difficulty in withstanding the severity of our Winter. Tills 
year only ten coveys were found, aud as a rule they were small 
ones. So far as I can learn, no grouse have Itcen found beyond a 





















distance of twelve miles from where they were turned out six¬ 
teen years ago. No signs of disease have ever been seen.

Editor Chicago Field; -I am interested In the deerfaml- to 
lie. and knowing this, a friend of mine sent me the following li 
cupping from some paper, it relates to the black and white toiled 11- 

deer of our mountains: . . h , 

“The most characteristic and the most numerous of the family by 
inhabiting the Pacific Coast is the ( ’. Columbia »■«, or black-toiled a 
deer, which is found from lower California to Alaska. Its range 
eastward from the oceau does not extend, however, over one bun 
I dred and fifty miles, as it never crosses the Cascade range—the pi 
great plant and animal barrier of the Pacific region. I may add m 
here parenthetically, that no range of mountains in the world, 
except the Himalayas, will compare with this splendid chain in b‘ 
Us arbitrariness over plantuud animal life; for I know of only o, 
two animals found on both Its sides, and those are an occasional 
rattlesnake and a few scattered colonies of the sewellel. „ , 

“The black-tailed deer of the Columbia differs from that called h 
by the sBme name in Montana, Wyoming, Idaho and other terrl- n 
lories—the residents of these regions applying the name gener 
ally to the mule deer. The former Is, above all others, a lover of t 
the forest, and amidst Its deep shadows and lonely glades finds h 
its most congenial home. It is the species most generally hunted c 
with hounds In the north-west, owing to its numerical superiority, 1 
great fleetness, size and palatable flesh. A person is allowed to » 
hunt it in the territories at all seasons, I believe; hut In Calif or v 
„ln and (iregon it is protected by law for the first six months of r 
tlie year. In pnrtlons of California, especially In the north,where 
many pot hunters reside, any person found hunting it with dogs v 
Is liable to get himself into trouble; hut If he escapes, his i 
dogs ure most likely not to, if a bullet or poison will send them to ( 
the unknown land. The reason for this opposition to hounds is 
that they frighten tlie deer away from a certain section of coun 
try if they hunt much; hence the resident hunters lose a good in- ! 
eu’rue, as they supply the market and their own homes with 

; m “' n Oregon, Washington Territory and adjacent regions, dogs 
■ire used largely for the chase, as the forests are so dense that it 
would require sharp eyes and a thorough knowledge of the coun- 
’ trv to enable one to find the deer in the matted shrubbery; and 
nothing cau he more cxhlliratlng than to hear tlie music of a 
t, sweet-voiced pack In these forests on a flue rosy morning, when

such a position that It could be brought to the shoulder the mo- 
ment he calls. 

“During the full of the moon in November, many persons 
make It a practice to stand on the run ways at night; aud, as It 
Is the height of the rutting season, they cau readily kill which one 
of tlie sexes they please. I need hardly say, however, that the 
flesh of either is very unpalatable, especially that of the males, 
which seems to he reduced lo a mere mass of fibre; and the neck, 
which becomes swollen to double Its size during this period, is 
unlit to eat, the flesh being actually repulsive in look and flavor. 

Tlie I nicks, which are most pugnacious during their salacious 
epoch are oftcu killed by the hunter while engaged in their san¬ 
guinary combats, If they do not kill each other. It seems rather 
in odd fact that while the skeletons of bucks with several prongs 
may often be found In the woods with antlers Interlocked, no one. 
that 1 know of has found u one-prouged buck In the same 
position; the cause of this I would infer to be t hat the short, 
straight horn of the younger animal 1 b too effective for the clumsy 
branches of the older, ami that It usually proves victorious. 
Another remark that may be made here parenthetically is, that 
the number of branches on the horns cannot be taken ns any true 
indication of the age of a deer, If the size of the animal and the 

I jcr of prongs arc supposed to have any relation to each other; 
is no unusual circumstance to find a small animal of the same 
es with a greater number of prongs than one much larger, 
mother means of hunting the deer Is to lie in covert near 
phur or salt spring, or Tick,’ as It is called. They are ex- 
Ingly fond of the former, and drink it with the same uppa- 
fcelings of pleasure that an epicure of the old school would 
< a bottle of his best port or champagne. In southern 
on, where these sulphur springs are numerous, the animals 
always be found near them, or revelling in the delightful 
ghte of the water both morning and evening. Though timid 
easily alarmed from a section of country, hunters find that 
ove of these waters overcomes the natural fears of the ani- 
and that It will return to them at the first opportunity, if It 
do so without beholding the foe. Although tills is not a very 
larating way of hunting, one is kept steadily on the qui five; 
if it is dark, lii$ disordered fancy causes every bush to seem 
er and every gust of wind through the shrubbery to be the 
tall of one approaching his lair. All these systems of hunt- 
mav be interesting enough In their way; but for real pleasure 
. me hounds and horns and a rosy morning, and the antle.ed 
larch going at full speed through the forests and bounding 
r fallen trees. To furnish this pleasure in its most subtle 
n I know of nothing equal to a splendid black-tolled stag in 
irous condition; and lie may be found in such numbers along 
shores of the Northern Pacific Ocean, that the region may 
roily be called the paradise of sportsmen. 

The next member of the family to attract attention is the 
vus leueurus, or white-toiled deer, which has probably the 
st extensive habitat of any of its congeners, It being found all 
*r tlie Pacific coast,ami from the oceau to the Rocky Mountains, 
issumes the place of the C. virginianm or Atlantic deer west 
these mountains; yet several naturalists hold that both species 
Identically the same, and that the slight differences between 
rn are the result of climate or habitat. One of the theories 
,-anccd in support of this proposition is that the dermal glands 
j alike in both, whereas they differ in all other species. Ad- 
ttiug this, it can be said jsr contra that both differ in so many 
icrcharacteristics that the western one Is entitled to be classed 
a variety at least, if not as a species. In the first place it is 
ger and heavier than its eastern congener, lias a longer tail 
hence is called also the long-toiled deer—and differs from t in 
reral minor habits and tastes.

No less than 108 separate pucks of foxhounds are maintained 
in the United Kingdom—viz,, 141 in England and Wales, 8 In

These beautiful ulgtatB fired the hearts of the Boys of Serena, aeotland, 19 in Ireland, numbering between them an aggregate of 

6 600 couples of hounds. The largest pack Is the Duke of Beau¬ 
fort’s with their head-quarters at Badminton, Wiltshire, where 
78 couples are maintained every season, hunting five days a week. 
The next largest pack Is the Cottesmore, whose kennels at Bar- 
leythorpe, near Oakham, accommodate no less than 67 couples 
of hounds; and next In order of size comes the Berkeley (Glou¬ 
cestershire), or Lord Fltzhardlnge's, with till* couples, and the 
Belvolr, with the Duke of Rutland as master, with ltd couples. 
The South Berkshire, the Bicester, the Fltzwllliam, the Hamble- 
don the Heythrop, the West Kent, the North Staffordshire, the 
Warwickshire, Sir Watkin Wynn’s, ami the Earl of Zetland’s 
packs contains 120 hounds each; the 39 other packs number 
from 50 couples upwards a-piece. The smallest pack is the 
Stain ton Dale, hunting the country round Scarborough with 14 
couples. In Scotland the Duke of Buccleuch maintains the 
largest number of hounds, his pack containing 54 couples, the 
Earl of Eglinton’s coming next with 50 couples; while Iu Ire¬ 
land the Meath pack, with Frank Goodall as huntsman, and 
hunting five days a week, boasts as many as 72 couples; and there 
arc four other packs with more than 100 hounds each. Besides 
foxhounds, there are 140 packs of harriers, two of which belong 
to Ireland and 43 to Scotland. These between them number 
3 400 couples, the largest pack being the Dufferin, with 30 
couples of 24 inch fox-hounds, hunting round Uotnher, county 
Down. Eleven other packs containing 25 couples each and over 
—viz the Anglesea, Sir R Bateson Harvey’s, the Holcombe, the 
Lnwther (Earl of Lonsdale’s), the Earl of Pembroke’s, and Mr. 
M 111*6 in England and Wales; and Bcllinter, the ^pcale, Mr. 
O’Hara’s, Lord Rossmorc's, and Sir J. Stronge’s, in Ireland. The 
staghound packB number 14 in England, with a total of 33i 
couples of hounds; and four In Ireland, with an aggregate of 11.■: 
couples. The largest pack is her Majesty’s with 80 hounds. The 
celebrated pack of black St. Huberts, belonging to the late Mr. 
Thoinast Nevill, which used to hunt In Hampshire, has been sold, 
and moat of the hounds have gone abroad. Lord Wolvertonhas 
a pack of 35 bloodhounds at Shaftesbury, Dorsetshire Of 
beagles there nre 18 pucks, aggregating 333 couples the most 
important pack being Mr. Addle s of Airdrie, N.B., which num¬ 
ber °5 couples. It will thus he seen that, omitting a few small 
private packs of hounds, about 20.000 dogs of various breeds arc 
maintained in different parts of the country, cither through pri¬ 
vate enterprise or by local subscription, solely for the purpose of 
this kind of sport.—A’-tj/IisA Exehangt.
